Tent Blown Down. 

"The difficulties that beset us at the 

onset were many. To hegin with : on 

the third cr fourth Sunday morning 

we fnund the tent lying on the ground 

night, and among other things that the 
rough wind had finished was our 
tabernacle ; and. what made tilings 
worse, it was too rotten to be mended 
cr ever put Logftuei a^aiz. TLsi Sun- 
day we bad to fall back on oar cathed- 
ral — tbe open-air. 

"After a long seani an oid dande- 
room was secured for Sabbath meet- 
ings. They danced in it until the 
small hours of Sunday morning, and 
our converts had to carry in and fix 
up, at four a.m., our seats, which, for- 
tunately, had not "been blown at^y 
when the tent was destroyed. It was 
a loair, narrow place, holding about 
six hundred people. ThE proprietor 
combined the two professions of danc- 
ing-master and photographer— the lat- 
ter being pTszbEd especially on Sun- 
day. In the front room, by which all 
the congregation had to pass from 
the open street, sat ? He mistress color- 
ing photographs, willsr someone at 
the doors touted ft r business. The 
photographing was lone at the top 
of the house, and < ustomers had to 



pass, on their way ud. by a sort, of 
parlor that was open to our hall ; and 
It was a regular thing for them to pause 
and listen to tile message of salvation 
as they walked up to tHelr Safibath- 
breaklng business. When we saw 
them on nnch occasions we generally 
eoutiiTeu in give them something a 
little wa>-ia. 

Hard Work on Sundays. 
"We had wonderful meetings In that 
Ti-.-ii;, sua in connection with U I put 
is maBy -a hard Sunday's work, reg- 
ularly giving three and sometimes 
four open-air Addresses, leading three 
precessions and doing three Indoor 
meetings, the hulk of tile labor of all 
of which fell on me. But the power 
and the happiness of the work carried 
me along, and in that room the founda- 

come since. 

"Meanwhile, liowever, we had no 
place for our week-Bight meetings es- 
cent tbe onen-air on the Mile End 
Waste, and" here we carried 6n till 
nine ,and after, then Inviting tbose 
who were anxious to remain and seek 
salvation on the spot on which they 
stood."

The director 
of the Aetn-i Observatory oelioves that 
there was a submarine eruption be- 
tween the Island of Stromboli and 
Sicily. The German etewnship Cap- 
erra, foundered at the entrance of the 
harbor of Catania, Sleliy. Tie latest 
advice from Sicily estimate that 500 
corpses have been recovered. Many 
persons are still unaccounted for.

. lifa fortuno.iti Spain, where he pros- 
pered as long ?s the^ English Lord 
FetertrOiYj'ii^u fuu^jit for kiiu ; nut 
his German advisers were so dull and 
wrong-headed, and he himself so proud 
and stupid, that Peterborough threw 
up his command, and- then the French 
gained ground, and Karl was forced 
to shut himself up In Barcelona. 

Imillan of Bavaria had brought a 
whole B'rench army Into hiB duchy to 
invade the Austrian Tyrol, wiilclt 
Bavaria always coveted. " He gained 
some successes at first, but the Tyrol- 
eae, always the most true nnd loyal 
of peasants, drove, him out with great 

from Italy, and nn Enfp'Ish army, un- 
der the great DuUe of Marlborough, 
marched up from Holland. These 
I two ; ; great men then began n warm 
frlc-ndsilp, --hich never slackened, and 
together they met the great French 
army which had come to Bid Rnvnrla, 
and utterly routed lt^ — first at Don- 
auwerth, u and then at Hochgtadt, or.

It will quickly evaporate and leave no 
stain on the fabric upon which It has 
beeH used.
